MEMORIAL MEETING HELD 
-¢ AT UNIVERSITY. = 


Sir Willlam Hornell, Vice Chan- 
eellor of the Hongkong Universally. 
presiding at thy memorial mecting 
at the Great ‘Hall, for tho late Dr. 
John Anderson, Inte “Professor of 
Medicine at the University, whose 
‘eath occurred recently ‘in Shavur- 
hal, paid an eloquent tribute to the 
Inte Profesnor., "=. + : 


The- meeting was attended by the 
friends and studenta of the late 
Professor as well as- by the profes- 
sors of the various faculties. — Also 
present. wera Hon. Mr. and Mra, 
Kotewall, Mr. Ho Kom-tong, , Mr. 
Paul Lauder, Mr. M. K. Lo. Dr. W. 
R. A. Moore. Dr. 5. H.Mgntgomery, 
Dr. J. C, McDonald and miBny others 
who had known the deconsed. 


At tha conclusion of the meeting 
a resolution of condolence propos- 
ed by the Chairman was passed In 
the customary manner, and 1s to bo 
forwarded to the deceased's 
mother and family in Scotland. 


Addressing the gathering Sir 
William said: 


“Dr. John Anderson is dend. He 
wha so vital, so untiring that those 
who enjoyed the- Igtimacy of his 
friendship can not belleve that wo 
shall not sce him. again. 

“Ho was taken‘in the fulness of 
his vigour. We hear that he dicd 
of an operation; that is all, we 
know. Of one thing, however, we 
can be certain and that is that he 
met his end with the patience and 
serenity which never failed him. 

“Dr. Anderson’s parents were 
poor and he had to make his own 
way in the world. After a success- 
ful career in Glasgow he went down 
to Wallasey, then a growing suburb 
of Liverpool, He refused to yo in 


for a panel practice, but in spite’ 


of the gloomy prognosticatlons of 
his friends he tande good as a gen- 
eral practitioner. When the war 
came, he gave up his practice and 
joined the Royal Army Medical 
Corns. ‘He passed 
through the danger and disease of 
the Gallipoli and Palestine Cam- 
Paigns. Jt was during the war 
that he got his direct bent to 
tropicn] medicine. So ‘when tha 
War was over ag gave up his prac- 
tice at Wallasey to his brother and 
joined the London Tropical Schoo! 
of Medicine. No less & man than 
Dr. T. R. Elliott, Physiclan to 
University College Hospital, Lon- 
don, Professor of Medicine London 
University and a Member of the 
Medical Research Committee re- 
cently established by the Privy 
Council testified, to the execlient 
work done by him on‘a special mis- 
sion to British Guiana to investi- 
gate tho hook-worm scourge. It 
‘vas Dr. Elliott who recommended. 
Dr. Anderson to this Univeraity 
and in so doing he auoted Profes- 
sor R. T. Leipor F.R.S., as being 
very confident of Dr: Anderson’s 
promise of ability. Dr. Leiper Is. 
as many of you know, Professor of 
Helminthology in the University of 
London.. Director of the Diviston 
of Medical Zoology of the London 
Schoo! of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine -and--of-- the Imperial 
Bureau of Agricultural Parastto- 
logy, St. Albans. ; 

“Of Dr. Anderson’s life and 
work here I wil! not speak. He 
resigned in 1928 to go to the Henry 
Lester Medical Research Institute 
in Shanghai, He did not live to 
see the Institute completed, but he 
worked away zealously for nbout 2 
vear in a temporary hospital. He 
had looked forward to yenra of _re- 
search work in Shanghal, but Fate 
has decided otherwise. 


War Reminiscences,

He was In 
fuer one of the best raconteurs that 
T have ever met. The year before 
last_he took me to the Highlands 
of Scotland. No motor trip, how-

REFORMS. 


At a inoment when the Public 
Service of this Colony is under 
consideration by a Retrenchment 
more’ than usual In- 
terest attaches to the recommenda- 
tions of the Shanghal Municipality 
Salaries Commission ‘ finally 
approved by the Municipal Council, 
These have recently been issued in 
the form of a discursive edition 
so that the full implication of the 
decisions may be undersivod and 
tippreciated by the general public.

of senior depurtments, Much un- 
necessary routine procedure, dupli- 
cation of records and segregation 
of office work, resulting in an 
unduly large staff! and sorioua 
delay in the conduct of public busi. 
ness was found to prevail, Decen- 
trallantion schemes have now been 
ayreed to giving wider range of 
authority to heada of departments 
and securing greater co-ordination 
between departments, This has 
been brought about by the 
establishment of o acrics of Inter- 
Departmental Committees, which 
removes a mass of routine. A re- 
duction of twenty. per cent. has 
been made in the staff, and already 
marked improvement has occarred 
in administration work and,in the 
despatch of public business. Much 
inter-departmental correspondence 
und reference has thereby been 
avoided and a considerable amount 
of duplication has been removed. 
It is conceivable that some such 
reform as this, if put into effect in 
Hangkong, would be to the obvious 
benefit of the Colony’as a wholp. 
Indeed, the whole report is well 
worthy of -study In connexion with 
local efforts to secure cconomy in 
the public service.

How vivid {s the contrast botween 
our cyniciam and_the priggishness 
chat marked the Victorian period! 

Then, whether a man’s standards 
of morality were high or -Iow, he 
ind always to pretend outwardly 
to bo on the sido of tho angels, 
Why, no public man in those daya 
vould venture to lay an {noffensive 
foundation stone without holding 
orth at great length on duty and 
che merits of o virtuous life. And 
us audience expected this diaserta- 
jon and bore it with fortitude. A 
anrdy raco, those Victorians! 

To-day we laugh at all that. We 
Jo not pay even lip service to 
virtue or ideallam. We know tou 
much about everything. We read, 
,or example, of some wealthy man 
vho has donated a large sum ot 
money to somo charitable cause. 
Promptly we ask one another:

tective Sergeant R, J, Clark before 
Mr. Schofield at the Contra) Potice 
Court this morning when he charg- 
ed two men with depriving tho 
boy’s parents of tho ‘custody of 
their child, : 

Both defendants admitted the 
charge. 

On March 18, sald Detective Ser- 
geant Clark, the boy's mothor went 
to No. 7 Police Station and report- 
ed that the child had been missing 
wince 2.30 p.m. A description of 
the boy was circulated and a phote- 
graph deposited with the police. 
Two days later, o friend of tho 
family went to Shum Chun to cir- 
culata a photograph of his own 
nephew who had been kidnapped 
and at the same time he took with 
him the photograph of the boy fn 
question, : 

On making enquiries at Shum 
Chun, this man was informed that 
tho police had two men and a boy 
who was belleved to have been kid- 
mapped from Hongkong. After 
recing the child, the man sent a Jet. 
ter to the boy’s parents who sub- 
sequently requeated the Chinese 
nuthorities to return him to them. 
The hoy was sent back to Hong- 
kong two days ngo and the two 
prisoners arrived yesterday. 

In reply to his: Worship, who 
nsked how the boy was kidnapped, 
the prosecuting officer sald the first 
defendant had Jost a lot of money 
in gambling and a few days before 
the morning of March 18 he met 
the second defendant, from whom 
he asked the lonn of $80 or if 
the second defendant could tell him 
of anybody willing to lend him the 
money.’ The second defendant took 
the first to his uncle, but, the re- 
Jative was out, und the two then 
decided to purchase some cooked 
meat in Second Street, 

Whilst at a stall, they saw the 
small boy and offered him some of 
their cooked meat, They then sug- 
xested that he should accompany 
them on a tram ride and the second 
defendant took him to Kowloon, 
the first defendant following — by 
the next feers, After pawning 
two jackets, the defendant took 
the boy by train fo Shum = Chun 
where they engaged a room at a 
bonrding house. P 

Continuing, the officer said it 
appeared that the Chinese police in 
Shum Chun visited the boarding 
houses each night to see what visi- 
tors were there. The mistress of 
the boarding house, in which the 
defendants had taken a room, 
informed {he police that she had 
two omen who had aroused her 
suspicions and that they had a smal) 
Jboy with them. ‘The enthre party 
“were taken to the Pollee Station 
and kept there for enquiries, It 
was then that the oman from 
Hongkong arrived an the seene 
and identified the boy,

TWELVE MONTHS OF 
WEATHER.. 


ANNUAL REPORT FROM THE. 
OBSERVATORY. 


INTERESTING SURVEY. 


An_ interesting analaysia of 
Hongkong'’s weather experiences 
last year, revealing comparative 
immunity from gales, unuaally 
cold weather corly in the year, 
and tho fact that n watorspout 
was observed in September, is con- 
tained in the annual report of the 
Director of the Royal Observatory, 
issued to-day. 

The principal fentures of the 
wenther in 1930 were: 

(u) A typhoon which passed 
nbout 60 miles to the 8. W. 
of Hongkong In the evening 
of July 24 on a N. N. W. 
track, producing a strong 
xale at Hongkong. ‘ 
Abnormally low barometor 
In July. 
Abnormally low 
ture in January. 
Abnormally low 
in March. 
Abnormally high pressure, 
heavy rain, high wind 
Velocity, with moderately 
low temperature, in Septem- 
der. 

Tho temperature waa very con- 
siderably below normal (the lowest 
or record) in January, consider- 
ably above in April, moderately 
above in February, May, November 
and December, and moderately 
below in September. The mean 
temperature for. the yenr was 
72°.4, w8 against 72°.6 in 1926 and 
71".9 for the past 47 years. The 
highest temperature waa 92°.9 at 
0h.40m, p.m. on July 1, as against 
92°.2 in 1929 and 97".0 for the 
past 47 years. The lowest tem- 
perature wos 42°.2 at 7.10 a.m. on 
January 8, as against 44°4 in 1929 
and $2°.0 for the past 47 yenrs. 

. Rainfall. 

The total rainfall for the sear 
was 96.08 inches, as against 69.82 
inched jn 1929 and 85.61 Inches 
for the pnat 47) yenrs, From 
October | ta the end of the year 
only 1.33 inch of rain fell. 

Heavy rain in September, to the 
extent of 28.24 inches,  probnrdly 
saved the. Colony from another 
water famine. There wasn con- 
sidertble shortage from April to 
June and in August, The greatest 
fall in one civil day was 7.96 
inches on September 17, as 
against 7.16 inches in 1929 and 
21.02 inches for the past 47 years, 
The greatest fall in one hour was 
2.30 inches between 8h. and 
Oh. am. on August 9, as against 
2.73 Inch in 1929 and 3.96 inches 
for the past 47 years. 

The Botanien! Gardens register- 
ed 103,79 inches during the year, 

The wind velocity was consider. 
ably below normal from Januz y 
to March and also in August and 
October. Tt was moderately above 
in September. The mean velocity 
for the year was 1.9 mph. as 
neainst VE6 ph. in 1999 and 12.4 
mph. for the past 47 Years. The 
maximum veldeity for one hour 
was 66 m.p.h. as against 89 m.p.h, 
in 1929 and the record of 108 
m.p.h, The = maximum — gust 
velocity was 83 m.p.h. at 9,23 p.m, 
on July 24 as against 117 m.p.h. 
in 1929 and. the record of 130 
m.p.h.

Water Spout.

IMPRISONMENT FOR 
“DEBT. — 


TWO JUDGES SHOCKED BY 
NUMBERS, 


London, Mar. 1. 

Two very human Judges spoke 
at Lendon 
Mr. Justice Rigby Swift, ruddy, 
jovial, and Judge Shewell’ Cooper, 
nquiline, acholarly, 

Both were ‘appalled by the fact 
that last yenr 2,419 people were 
imprisoned in Brixton Gaol for 
debt. 

The occasion was the meeting of 
the Brixton Prison (Discharged 
Prisoners’ Aid Society, 

““T am shocked,” said Mr. Jus- 
tice Swift. “Shades of Charles 
Dickens! I thought that had gone 
years ago.”” : 

He knew that contumacious per- 
sons who coyld pay and would not 
were sometimes imprisoned. 

“Lt Is quite obvious,” he added, 
“that my preconceived notions were 
misconceived or else u great many 
people are imprisoned whom the 
law never intended should be.” 

Judge Cooper said they all knew 
that imprisonment in the Marshal- 
sen, as described” by Dickens. was 
abolished jp, the ’sixties. To-day 
men could’ dnly be imprisoned when 
they were able to but would not. 
pay their debts. . 

He himself made something like 
50 committal orders on judgment 
summonses every Friday. 

“But,” he went on, “when my 
briliff arrests any man to take him 
to Brixton T-have the man brought 
to me. ~I do not know whether I 
have power to do that, and I do 
nat car. : 

“Yovariably the man has some 
unfortunate story to tell and there 
“<a consultation with the creditor 
and debtor. Except in the case of 
s few recalcitrant people, no one 
ever. goes to Brixton from the City 
of London Court. 


Great Changes. 


“Relieve me." said Mr... Justice 
Swift, . “there is no pleasure in 
sending men to prison. I spend the 
treater part of my time tn devising 
means of keeping them out. 

“Wonderful changes have heen 
made since I was at the Junior Bar. 
Nowadays men get 12 months to 
five years for offences that. in my 
youth were punished with 10 or 14 
years’ penal servitude. 

“The law is not now only an 
avenging sword. It is still very 
sharp, but those who wield it have 
been taught during the last’ 30 
years that there are other things 
to be done than blasting a man. bady 
and soul for the rest of his carcer. 

“Do.not lat anybody think, how- 
ever, that there is ‘maudlin senti- 
mentality surrounding the criminat 
to-day. There fs no falso sentiment 
in the proper treatment of fire 
offenders.” : : 

After paving a high tribute to 
the Societw’s work he procecded. to 
put himself tn the prisoner's place. 

‘<. Roners,” he raid, “come out 
marked men the dregs of the Ja- 
bour market. Just imagine vour- 
self emerging at 7 a.m, from Brix- 
(on Prison. Suppose vou have done 
12 ‘months. Tho only news you 
‘have probably had is that your 
home is broken up, your wife gone 
away, ;

The defendant was then seen to 
speak to a Cantonese man who 
went to the master of the shop 
and asked him for $6. The mas- 
ter offered $1, but, after speaking 
to the defendant, the Cantonese 
returned to say that the defen- 
dant would accept $3. This sum 
was accordingly handed to the 
Cantonese, who took it to the door 
where the defendant was stand- 
ing. :

Nanking,-Apr. 1. 
An extraordinary meeting to dis- 


‘| cusgy measures to be adopted by the 


Nanking Forcign Ministry to bring 
about a settlement with the French, 
British und U.S, Ministera now 
visiting Nanking on the uncendi- 
tionnl abolition of Extrality before 
the ‘opening of the National, Peo- 
ple’s Convention in May, was held 
by members of the Foreign Af- 
{airs Committee at the Central Po- 
litien] Council yesterday evening. 
Details of the discussions are kept 
secret but it is understood that as 
n result of this meeting the Nan- 
king Government may adopt new 
measures in continuing the nego- 
tiations, 

The Foreign’ Minister, Dr. C. T. 
Wang, continued discussions with 
Sir Miles Lampson yesterday morn- 
ing. After the conference Dr. 
Wang said that no satisfactory, re- 
ault had been reached. Comment- 
ing on the firm stand of the French 
Miniater, Dr. Wang said that if he 
could reach some form of an agree. 
ment with the British and U.S. 
Ministers the rest would be easy. 

At the weekly session of the 
Foreign Office on Monday it was of- 
ficially, announced that. Dr. C. T. 
Wang ‘expected making progreas 
with the negotiations with the Bri- 
tigh and Dutch Ministers on ‘the 
Extrality tssuc in the near future. 
The official spokeaman mentioned 
the existing Sino-Japanese 
commercial treaty had expired and 
conacquently Japan’s Extrality pri- 
vilegea in China would automatical. 
ly cease.: The spokesman denied 


‘|that the Chinese Government was 


contemplating — according special 
privileges to the Japanese on the 
expiration of the Sino-Japanese 
trenty, 
China’s Treaties, 
Nanking, Mar. 31. 

The Nationalist aspiration for 
the cancellation of the existing 
Sino-foreign treaties again formed 
the subject of a long speech by 
President Chinng Kai-shek at:the 
Central Kuomintang yesterday, 
when he stressed the necessity for 
all Chinese citizens to stand . be- 
hind the Government in urging 
the, cancellation or revision of there 
treaties, 

President Chiang said that in 
the 36 days before the opening of 
the National People’s Conven- 
tion the .Natlonalist Government 
must closely examine the friendly 
or hostile attitudes of the Euro- 
pean Powers, some of which were 
now negotiating for tho revision of 
treaties. with China. In view of 
hia statements, Nanking official

The totnl destruction of 
Managua, the capital of Nicara- 


+L gua, was caused by tho flre which 


followed quickly upon the 
diaustrous earthquake, which was 
apparently localised tn the city. 

Tho blaze orlginated in the 
bursting of gas mains, which 
flamed furiourly, and caused a 
widesprend conflagration it was 
impossible to control. 

The fire was still raging this 
afternoon, more than thirty hours 
after the initial disnater. 

Official information from the 
British Consul, who eacaped unin- 
jured, shows that the British Le- 
gation wns seriously threntened (a 
Reuter report’ announced ita des- 
truction by’ fire) but it is believed 
thnt there were no crsualties among 
the small British colony. 

Unofficial estimates of the causal- 
ties, vary. One places the figures 
at 1,000 killed and 3,000 injured. 
Another atates that the total num- 
ber of killed is expected: to reach 
2,600,; Some 160 priaonera in the 
gaol were killed by the collapse of 
the building. . The total damage is 
belleved to exceed (£7,000,000,—
